TWO PEOPLE ARE DEAD AND 


FOURTEEN HURT 


Most of the Victims are from 


Cleveland, Ohio. 


CAR WAS THROWN FIFTY FEET 


And the Occupants Were Penned in 


the Debris—Many Doctors Hur- 


ried to Scene. 


Cleveland, O,, Nov. 25—Pennsylva- 


nia train No. 310 from Cleveland to 
Pittsburg, stntck an Akron, Bedford 
sitfrC'leveland trolley car just south 
of Bedword today. Fourteen persons 
are known to have been injured and 
two are dead. Most of them are sup- 
posed to be from Cleveland, as the car 
had left this city'shortly before the ac- 
cident. 


Milk train 343 was on the track load- 


ing milk. The A. B. and C.t car 
had 


stopped at the crossing. Train 313 
pulled out. The car started to cross. 
Train 310, going 50 miles an hour, 
reached the crossing at the same mo- 
ment. The train struck the car in the 
center head OB. The car was thrown 
fifty feet from the track. It was de- 
molished and the 
occupants were 


pinned in the debris. Their screams 
filled the air. Railroad men started to 
extricate them at once. All the doc- 
tors from Bedford were summoned. 
Glasier sent two ambulances. A spe- 
cial relief train was made up from tho 
milk train. The ambulance took two 
persons, thought to be dyingj. to a Iccal 
hospital- -Others were--'--!»ttHefc«b: ~i 
Cleveland on the lelief train. 


A wrecking train with doctors and 


nurses left Cleveland soon after the 
news reached the Pennsylvania com- 
pany's office. Orders were sent to the 
o.flcials at Bedford to secure all the 
medical aid available m the neighbor- 
ing towns and rush them to the scene 
of the accident. 
The names of the 


dead and injured are not yet known 
here. 


This afternoon it is announced that 


3G people were hivt in the wreck, two 
fatally. There weie 13 passengers in 
the street car. All these with^Conduc- 
tor Sells and Motorman Kerbush, to- 
gether with the fireman of the flyer 
who jumped, were hurt. 


One man, a passenger, escaped with 


scratches. He was sitting about the 
middle of the car when the crash 
came. A second later he found him- 
self sitting on the pilot of the engine, 
bruised and dazed. Arthur Brlggs, 22, 
of Akron, was badly hurt" about the 
head and body. He was" in the smok- 
ing compartment. He reported that 
another man in the same seat with 
him was killed.

the night of Nov. 22. Their advancing 
ranks were decimated by the Russian 
shell fire. 
Some of the Japanese se- 


cured lodgment on the slopes of the 
hill, but were driven out at the point 
of the bayonet, when the whole Jap- 
anese contingent fled. A similar at- 
tempt was made the same night south 
of Erdagzou, which also was repulsed 
with a bayonet charge. The Japanese 
lost heavily, while the Russian losses 
were 30 killed. 


A Japanse column of two companies 


attempted to penetrate the Russian 
eastern flank on Nov. 23, but was met 
by two squadrons of Russian cavalry 
and driven off with severe loss. 


A band of 1..500 Chinese bandits 


with six guns, under Japanese officers, 
coming from the direction of the Liao 
river, was in conflict with three sot- 
nias of border scouts near the station 
of Kaiuan early on the morning of 
Nov. 
22. The scouts charged without 


giving the bandits' battery time to 
come into action. The bandits made 
feeble resistance and fled in all direc- 
tions, leaving 200 of their 'number 
dead. The Russian loss was trifling. 


The general question of housing the 


people of Mukden is serious. Chinese 
from all the surrounding country are 
flocking in for the winter, and besides 
the military, quarters must be found 
for many civilian employes, members 
of sanitary corps, etc. A small room 
with no conveniences now costs $2 a 
day, 
whereas before the war half a 


dozen small houses in the corral were 
rented for $50 a year. The question 
of heating is even more serious. Wood 
is worth a cent a pound. The commis- 
sariat is struggling to make ample 
provision; still there is hound to be 
much suffering, especially at the front. 
Fortunately, warm clothing for the 
soldiers has arrived.

It is evident that the ouestion of 


the revision of the tariiT 
will 
not 


down. 
President Roosevelt has been 


hearing the advocates of such revision, 
and also the champions of stand-pat- 
ism. He h:r; probably been surprise'! 
to disfwer the strength of the desire 
amorg Republicans for a change. He 
would be even more surprised if he 
could go among the Republican man- 
ufacturers who have all a'ong stood 
lor a high tariiT and privately ask 
their sentiments 
upon 
the 
subject 


at present. Publicly they are apparent- 
ly afraid to say much, but privately 
many of t'.iem are voicing sentiments 
in fa\or of a chang3. Right here in 
Pittsburg there are a number of such 
manufacturers, and there are 
many 


other Repuoiicans also who have al- 
ways been strong protectionists, and 
who still hold the faith, who are. de- 
claring thai there ought to be a re 
dnction in a number of schedules. 


President Roosevelt is listening to 


everyone and saying nothing, but it is 
pretty certain that he will in due time 
make an utterance upon the subject. 
Probably hift annual message may con- 
tain some significant words relating to 
it. -"Meanwhile the situation seems to 
be forcing its gravity upon some of 
the5 other Republican leaders.

this effect. 
It would delay the deci- 


sion for a year, as tha commission 
could Jiot report until December, 1905, 
unless the President should call 
an 


extra session sooner. He may possibly 
do that, and he t&rtainly will if he 
deems the situation serious enough to 
justify such action. One thing is pret- 
ly certain, and that is that some sub- 
stantial changes will have to be made 
in th'ei tariff before long or else ths 
Republican party will find itself con- 
fronted with a formidable secession in 
its- own ranks. 


A Record Making Siege. 


In November forty years MHO half of 


the duration of the siege of Petersburg 
had expired. It hud lusted -..bout four 
and a halt' mouths, or about the time 
that has expired since the siege of 
Port Arthur on sen :uid land was ac- 
tually begun. Petersburg was the last 
great siege in history previous to that 
conducted on Liiuitoutf peninsula by 
the Japanese and is the proper one to 
consider in noting military progress or 
the want of it. There was no complete 
investment at Petersburg, neither at 
Sevastopol, the next great siege of 
modern times preceding it. The Kus- 
sh'.ns evacuated Sevastopol, not being 
surrounded by the besiegers, and the 
Confederates marched out of Peters- 
burg iiiter nine months of resistance, 


battle as they marched. Port 


Arthur was virtually surrounded at the 
end of May and cut off from the army 
base ou the north. 
The Russian de- 


fense of an isolated fortress is not 
alone marvelous; it is unique. Vicks- 
burg fell forty days after its garrison 
was cut off from outside supplies. 


In another sense the siege of Port 


Arthur is unique. 
The position was 


primarily adopted for permanent de- 
fense. 
Yicksburg and Petersburg be- 


came in the course of military opera- 
tions the refuge of their defenders ow- 
ing to reasons of strategy, and their 
occupants had to make the best of the 
situation. 
Port Arthur is strong by 


nature, like Gibraltar, and the siege 
operations have proved how well the 
Russians prepared their artificial de- 
fenses. Yet in spite of its strength the 
world was quite ready to believe 
months ago that owing to the extraor- 
dinary valor of the Japanese, supple- 
mented by the most modern engines of 
war, the fall of the fortress was only 
a question of days. 
But the result 


proved that valor on the outside did 
not count and that the odds of mod- 
ern appliances were on the side of the 
defenders. 


It was a military necessity for the 


Japanese troops to take Port Arthur 
by storm at any cost and thus free the 
army and navy for operations else- 
where. 
But attempts to carry the 


works by sheer brute force failed after 
the most frightful slaughter. Wire en- 
tanglements as obstructions to charg- 
ing columns proved of immense service 
to the Russians in repelling the furi- 
ous Japanese assaults. While the ma- 
terial is modern, the idea is very old. 
There were instances in the civil war 
where entanglements of the kind were 
improvised from telegraph wire and 
were very effective. But the troops in 
the civil war always found the woodeu 
abatis and chevaux-de-frise extremely 
troublesome 
to 
clamber 
over 
and 


through. 
The chevaux-de-frise could 


be removed by daring men willing to 
expose themselves. 
Often gaps were 


cut through with axes and wide sec- 
tions removed as readily as a picket 
fence. 
The abatis was fixed in the 


ground and more difficult to displace. 
Field fortifications were often located 
with standing timber in front, and this 
was made impassable by felling trees 
to overlap one another as they lay on 
the ground. 


The wire entanglements may be cut 


with nippers, but at Port Arthur the 
Russian searchlights made the field at 
night as light as day, and the wire 
cutters were seen and shot down. The 
searchlights also aided the Russian ri- 
flemen and cannoneers in repelling 
charges. This one modern device was 
of incalculable service to the defend- 
ers. 
The assailants 
were 
literally 


mowed down as they closed in upon 
the trenches, and but for the search- 
lights the early assaults would doubt- 
less have been carried home. Like the 
Spaniards in the blockhouses at San- 
tiago, the Russian engineers had grad- 
uated the range so as to sweep with 
fire any given point reached by the 
Japanese columns.

Port Arthur by the intrepid Japanese, 
but there is nothing new in this, only 
now it is the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. It is the modern system of 
formation for battle in contrast -with 
the old system of charging with solid 
columns, from two to ten lines deep. 
This was the method used by Grant at 
Petersburg and Vicksburg when lie un- 
dertook to carry the Confederate posi- 
tions by storm in the preliminary 
stage of the siege. But the troops of 
their own accord, when halted by the 
abatis or other obstructions, even when 
the fire was so hot as to check the ad- 
vance temporarily, would rush forward 
in parties of 50 and 100 or 200.

In point of slaughter and as 
a prolonged test of modern war ap- 
pliances the siese of Port Arthur 
rank ns a record making event.

HEROISM OF A EUSSIAN MJESE. 


Warned by a Dream, She Relieved • 


Co*«iack Wlio \Va» at Death's Door.

It was after dinner. The last box of 


Manila cigars in Mukden had beeu sol- 
emnly passed around amonff a party of 
men gathenjd from all parts of the 
Czar's army, writes Richard H. Little, 
special correspondent of the Chicago 
News. They had seen many strange 
things, and after the manner of their 
kind, out of the fullness of their recol- 
lections, and comforted by the first 
good warm meal they had had for days, 
and soothed by the fragrance of the 
Havana cigars, they lolled like eastern 
rajahs and listened to these plain tales. 
The first was told by a Russian doctor, 
who said: 


"It was three days after the fight at 


Liaoyang. Thousands of cases had 
passed through the base hospital here 
in Mukden. It was a terrible strain on 
the doctors and nurses. Some had not 
slept at all and others only a little now 
and then. At the end of the third day 
there came to me oue of the nursing 
sisters. 
Overcome by weariness, she 


had sunk into a chair and slept for half 
an hour—the first sleep she had known 
for long days and nights. When she 
awoke she came to me in great excite- 
ment. 


"She said she had three times dream- 


ed the same dream. In the dream she 
thought she -was walking through the 
kiaoliang (millet) fields east of Liao- 
yang, where Kuroki made such a des- 
perate effort to turn our left flank. She 
said the kiaoliang fields were filled full 
of wounded men dying alone and un- 
cared for. She said she saw men crim- 
son with blood crying out *or some one 
to kill them and put them out of their 
misery. The sister said that a hospital 
corps must be sent at once to the kiao- 
liang fields to save these men. 


"I saw that the poor sister was quite 


mad from overwork and the awful 
strain. I tried to soothe her and told 
her that any wounded left in the kiao- 
•lians had in all probability been found 
and kindly cared for by the Japanese. 
She would not listen to me, but began 
to cry and became hysterical. I had 
her taken to a ward and put in bed, 
but she arose, dressed, went over to 
the station and demanded a' special 
train put at her disposal. Every officer 
she applied to hurriedly sent her to 
somebody else as the easiest way to be 
rid of the poor woman.

gle syllable. 


Another wonderful echo is heard out-

FIFTY STORY BUILDING 


James Creelman on Feasibility 


of Its Construction. 


A PEOBABILITY 01 KEAE PUTUBE 


2.1m it of SkyacraperB Xow Deter- 


mined Only by the Element of Cimt. 
Due Architect Claim* a Building 
Quarter of • Mile High Could Be 
Safely Constructed—Frogmen* Made 
In Ut-aiitifylimr Tull Structure*. 


So impressive is the towering archi- 


tecture of Xew York, the American 
metropolis, pminaut with possibilities 
of city life, that the czar, the German 
emperor and the king of Italy this year 
sent their architects across the ocean 
to consult a distinguished New Yorker 
who has designed some of the tallest 
buildings iu America, says .lames C reel- 
man in the New York World. 


A fifty story building, with a height 


of GOO feet, is said to be not merely a 
feasibility iu New York, but an actual 
probability in the near future. Such a 
building, covering a ground area, say, 
^00 by 400 feet, would provide about 
5,000 offices of sixteen feet square 
each, accommodating, at the rate of 
five persons to an office. 25,000 persons, 
nearly equal to the whole population of 
Fort Worth, Tex.; Jnckson, Mich., or 
Gloucester, Mass. At the present aver- 
age cost of steel frame buildings in 
New York such a structure could be 
built for about .S25.000.CKIO. 


One of the most eminent architects 


matter of engineering it would be per- 
fectly safe now to construct a building 
a quarter of a mile high within the 
area of a New York city block. Such 
an edifice would have 120 stories and 
on a ground space of 200 by 400 feet a 
total floor area of 9,000,000 square feet 
capable of accommodating an 
office 


population of 00,000 persons. 


The total weight of the building 


would be 400,000,000 pounds, and the 
steel foundation pillars would have to 
be five feet thick. It would cost about 
$00,000,000 aside from any special fea- 
tures. A masonry building of such di- 
mensions would require foundation 
walls fifteen feet thick and would be 
from an engineering standpoint an ab- 
solute impossibility. 


All this is of course at present out of 


the range of commercial practicability, 
but it Illustrates the nature and possi- 
ble scope of the steel frame construc- 
tion In New York, which is interesting 
ami astonishing not only the architects 
but also the governments of Europe. 


It is 389 feet from the deepest cellar 


to the highest roof in Xew York. That 
fact has fired the imagination of the 
older civilizations. Xo oue can say how 
high the buildings of Xew York may 
yet be. The scientific limits are as yet 
unnarnable. It is practically a question 
of money, of the relative cost of con- 
struction and operation as compared 
with earning power. Then, too, the ele- 
vator problem has to be considered. 


The question of fire in tall buildings 


has already been solved in New York 
by laws compelling the use of fireproof 
materials, including chemically treated 
woodwork and the installation of com- 
plete, fire fighting apparatus. The up- 
per floors of many high buildings are 
in that respect supposed to be beyond 
the reach and therefore independent of 
help from the tire department. 


The thing that puzzles New York ar- 


chitects is the question of a new style 
to meet the aesthetic problem present- 
ed by the lengthening perpendicular 
lines of tall buildings. The problem, 
governed by the necessity for windows 
in office buildings, is that of a checker 
board. 


Thus far the tall building has been 


treated in a large sense as a column, 
with the idea of base, shaft aud capital 
controlling the external architectural 
design. 
The introduction of oblique 


lines would seriously interfere with 
the window spaces. Some progress lias 
been made in the beautifying of tall 
structures by adding massive stone 
railings to the sky lines and nn elabora- 
tion of classical ornamentation at the 
main entrances, but as the distance be- 
tween the street and the ro;,f grows 
greater the more these details become 
unrelated and therefore insignificant. 


What is needed is a style of archi- 


tecture that will make the "skyscrap- 
er" a pleasing whole rather than a 
monstrosity 
with 
beautiful 
details 


which simply serve to emphasize the 
formidable ugliness of the mass. 


A famous New York architect thinks 


that the only thing to be done, until 
time develops a grand style, is to in- 
troduce lines to express the idea that 
the tall building rests upon a steel 
skeleton and not upon the im-losing 
walls. That at least would tend to- 
ward the unily which must underlie all 
true art, whereas the present motive 
of base, shaft and capital bears no ac- 
tual relation to the real structure and 
Is an architectural lie.
